With the contract for the con­ 
struction of New Castle’s new post- 
office officially awarded to the A. W. 
Kutsche company of Detroit, word 
as to the next step in the building 
program was expected here today. 
The Kutsche firm’s bid of $209,905 
for the erection 
of 
a 
sandstone 
structure, the lowest of 27 submitted, 
was accepted by the United Skates 
treasury department at Washington 
on Saturday. 
1 
At the office of the W. G. Eckles 
company here, official architects for 
the postoffice, definite details of the 
immediate steps were not known. 
However, it was believed the suc­ 
cessful contracting firm w'ould send 
a representative here shortly to as­ 
sume full command of the job. 
Complete Specifications. 
While word from the Kutsche com­ 
pany was awaited, the Eckles com­ 
pany immediately launched its work 
of completing the more detailed 
specifications of the structure. This 
will engage the architects through­ 
out the period of construction. 
Old buildings which now stand on 
the site where the new building will 
rise must first be removed by the 
Kutsche concern before any other' 
work is done, and belief was held 
her that arrangments would be un­ 
dertaken to have this done. 
The Kutsche firm’s contract also 
covers the removal of the old struc­ 
tures. 
Architect R. A. Eckles. in a brief 
statement covering 
the situation, 
said: 
“We are commencing today the 
plans which we professionally call 
the details’. This will elaborate in 
more detail the -specifications of ev­ 
ery* division of the building.

I P i PR long years of preliminaries the news was flashed to the 
people of New Castle on Saturday afternoon, by The News, 
that the contract for the construction of the new postoffice 
building on the public square had been awarded by the United 
States Treasury Department. 
The site has been purchased, and everything is in readiness 
for the actual start of activities. 
It is expected that 
the Detroit 
firm that secured the contract will start the work of razing the 
buildings now occupying the site, at once, and that within a few 
weeks, the new building preliminaries will be in progress. 
The postoffice building is the largest structure to be con­ 
tracted for in New Castle since the construction of the m am ­ 
moth cathedral building on Lincoln avenue. 
It is expected that work will be provided for a consider­ 
able 
number of skilled workmen and laborers. 
It has been the idea in all government construction work 
that labor and skilled workmen insofar as possible be secured 
in the city or locality where the building is being erected.

In the course of an interesting address before the St. Nicholas So­ 
ciety in New York the other night, W alter W. Price made the statem ent 
th at “the disintegration and the demoralization which are a feature of 
our times come from the failure of those best fitted by heritage, tradi­ 
tion and training to undertake the responsibilities of government.” This 
is a sweeping statem ent—rather too sweeping—but it contains more than 
a modicum of truth and deserves the thoughtful attention of every citi­ 
zen who desires to see an improvement in the wasteful and extravagant 
government we are now receiving, particularly in our large cities. 
Many men, as Mr. Price points out, complain bitterly of what they 
call “politics.” and lament the absence of leadership; but very few of 
them are willing to take off their coats and pitch into a fight for gen­ 
uine reform. 
We have spasmodic movements of men and women who I 
are sincerely anxious to elevate the existing standards of public life. 
The real need is to have able men deliberately go in for public i 
service.

The present chaos of the busi­ 
ness was blajned largely on the big 
companies. They cut the prices, to 
big consumers of milk and the in­ 
dependent dealers follow. Both ex­ 
pect the producer to stand the loss. 
Edward Moore, in his 
remarks, 
showed that the country cannot 
prosper, unless agriculture 
pros­ 
pers. 
“We hear a lot about over j 
production” he said “but ,1 don't 
believe that there is so much over- j 
prod action as claimed. The. trouble ! 
is that the few have the surplus,: 
while many are in want. “Speaking; 
of what the producer ought to get 
for his milk he said that it ought to 
be at least 50 per cent of the re­ 
tail price. 
Miller Brice touched upon the sur- j 
plus milk at certain seasons of the 
year. 
He believed that the dairy­ 
man ought to use this surplus for 
feeding pigs, rather than give it to 
the dealers at a nominal price. It 
only helps to cut down the regular 
price of milk. 
It 
was 
also his 
opinion that the 
big 
companies 
work this surplus up into various 
products, much to their own advan­ 
tage. 
Organization of a chapter of the 
Western Pennsylvania Milk Produc­ 
ers Association in Lawrence county 
is but part of a movement w’hich is 
sweeping over Western 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, Eastern Ohio and Northern i 
West Virginia. Heretofore the milk ' 
producers and dealers have 
h a d ; 
several organizations, which 
have 
attempted to set prices for produc- j 
ers and consumers. 
The folly of an organization which j 
includes producers and distributors 
has become apparent to dairymen 
since the distributors, or 
dealers, 
have secured control of the principal 
organization now operating in the 
Pittsburgh district. 
The result has 
been that the dealers have been 
telling the producers 
what 
they 
would pay for milk. The producer 
has nothing to say. 
He must take 
it or let it alone. 
Dairymen claim that they can­ 
not go dn producing milk at a loss. 
As a result of existing conditions 
within the industry the Western 
Pennsylvania Milk Producers Asso­ 
ciation is being organized. 
Many 
counties have already formed chap­ 
ters. 
When the 
organization 
is 
complete the territory embraced will 
act as a unit in regulating the in­ 
dustry. The central idea back of the j 
movement is co-operation. 
As soon as the petitions are cir­ 
culated throughout Lawrence coun­ 
ty, and dairymen have signed up, 
another meeting will be called here 
for further action. 
The organiza­ 
tion is being formed on a strictly 
“economy’'basis. 
There Will be no 
salaries or expenses, further than 
for printed matter and small inci­ 
dentals. 
The next meeting will be held 
Saturday afternoon at 1 o’clock in 
the court house it is announced to­ 
day.

WANDERING AROUND 


Night lodgers at the city jail, in 
other words the 
wanderers, 
who 
seek a place to stay in bad weather, 
as they travel here and there about 
the country, for the most part with­ 
out an objective other than to get 
along with as little work as possible, 
are becoming less in number, it was 
stated last night by Lieutenant oi 
Police, Peter C. Hillers. 
The decrease of night lodgers from 
last year to this year has been re­ 
markable in view of the fact that 
business conditions generally speak­ 
ing have not been such as to reduce 
this type of traveler. 
So far this year, there has been 
but an average of ten a night seek­ 
ing shelter here. And the majority 
of these are negroe s. Sunday night 
owing 
to 
the 
very 
unfavorable 
weather conditions, this number w as 
increased to seventeen, an unusuahy 
large number for this year. Of this 
group thirteen were negroes ana 
four were white. At the correspond­ 
ing period in former years, even las! 
year, forty to fity night lodgers were 
crowded into the city jail, a great 
part of the time., 
While no definite reason is known 
for this condition there are probably j 
many things entering into it accord­ 
ing to Night Lieutenant Peter Hill­ 
ers. One is the fact th at there 
are few people helping hitch hikers 
and there are fewer trains on the 
railroads, making it hard for the 
rovers to go from place to place. 
Then there is the fact that there is 
not the cheery welcome 
of other 
years at the backdoors, when the re­ 
quest is made for something to eat. 
This is due to the fact th at those 
who can afford it, have given to 
the various distributing agencies ot 
charity and naturally feel that they 
must care for those in need of food. 
Then there are the facts that ev­ 
ery community is caring for the un­ 
fortunate to fullest extent possible: 
that many of the travelers of other 
years are housed up for the winter 
in county homes or like institutions 
and that there is no good reason for 
a man to be traveling 
from one 
place to another, due to the fact 
that conditions are the same where- 
ever they go.

In response to a great many re­ 
quests from New Castle men, Con­ 
gressman J. Howard Swick has got­ 
ten in touch with the Supervising 
Architect of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment concerning this matter.

has learned that such posts go only 
to individuals who have passed civil 
service examinations and cannot be 
filled with persons 
not 
having 
a 
civil service status. 
When the New Castle post office 
gets under way, a superintendent of 
construction will be selected for the 
job. 
He Mill be a civil service em­ 
ployee now in the Treasury Depart­ 
ment and Mill likely be transferred 


from some other construction pro­ 
ject.
